SUBJECT: Classification of Material in Becuments Branch 


1. In the memorandum te OOH, dated 19 December 1946, subjects 
Functions of the Office of Collection and Dissemination, paragraph 
2, de, 3 states "In coordination with ORE, implement procedures for 
effective appropriate classification and downgrading of CIG@ intelli- 
gence information and intelligence." 

2, Documenta Branch, since 18 April, has received approximately 
384,000 Japanese documents, In accordance with policies established at 
Japanese Document Conferences held in December, 1944 ~ January, 1945 
(See attached memo), all incoming documents are classified confidential 
by Documents Branch until further review by them indicates an upw or 
downgrading. Their general policy, after further review, has been to 
classify documents as followss 

Decuments on Russia ~ Secret 

Documents on Russian Satellites = Secret 

Documents on China « Confidential 

Documents on Southeast Asia « Confidential 

Documents on Technical. and Scientific - Restricted 

3, In addition to distribution of accession lists and translations 
to using agencies, Documents Branch is supposed to forward such technical 
and solentifie data to American industry, through the Office of Publication 
Board, Department of Commerce, as may be beneficial to them, Due to the 
classification of such data, dictated by their policy, very little has 


gotten through to American industry. 
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4. Whereas Appropriations Committee cen appreciate the value of 
slassified documents to State, War, and Navy, it 1s believed that they 
can more readily see the value of technical translations to American 
industry. Therefore, every means possible should be used to declassify 


documents whieh could be of use to the American public, 


5. It is believed by thin Office that Documents Branch is operating 
under a wartime policy, now obsolete in pati: It is further believed 
that, in view of the statement outlined in paragraph one above, ‘OGD 
is nuthorized to concur in the proposed dixcotive from the Offite, of 
Operations to the Documents Branch,
